Secretary and the Public Affairs representative for the San Diego 
church. He expressed a desire to talk to law enforcement about 
the cumulative acts of harassment that have been experienced by 
the San Diego Church of Scientology. The author spoke to him 
several times over two different days. His interviews identified 
intelligence regarding the harassment campaign against the church 
and highlighted several areas of potential follow-up for the case 
agents.

Second, [ __ J provided a DVD containing threatening 
emails that were sent to the San Diego church email account as 
well as video clips posted by ANONYMOUS to the internet. The 
emails contained header information that may identify the 
sender(s) of the emails, although it is likely that the true 
source of the emails is hidden behind email servers and personal 
computers that have been compromised by ANONYMOUS. The emails 
were saved in theix original Microsoft Outlook format. The 
attachments were saved on the disk as separate files. They are 
being forwarded to Los Angeles for further analysis. 


Thind, provided details of various harassment 
techniques being used against the San Diego branch of the church. 
These details may be useful in identify patterns which assist 
further in the task of identifying the individuals responsible 
for the threats.

‘ But on Feb. 10, thousands of 
masked Anonymous members 
picketed at Scientology loca- 
tions around the globe, chant- 
ing slogans and handing out fli- 
ers. No violent incidents were 
reported. The protests gener- 
ated yet another wave of online 
media — videos, photos, news 
stories, blog posts — little of it 
in praise of Scientology.

_ any story critical of Scientology 


— even those that have been 
publicly accessible for years — 
can gain immediate Web cur- 
rency.

From January 30, 2008, through March 07, 2008, members of 
the Los Angeles Division Hazardous Materials Response Team (HMRT- 
LA) assisted in the collection of evidence related to the captioned 
investigation. : 


On January 30, 2008, about numerous churches of 
Scientology in Los Angeles, Orange and San Bernardino counties 
received letters containing threatening language and an 
unidentified white powder. Hazardous materials units from local 


law enforcement, health and fire agencies ected 
the letters. FBI including SA = 
LA coordinator, SA WMD coordinator, an 


assistant WMD coordinator, went to some of the incidents in 
os Angeles and Orange counties to help assess the situation and 
liaison with local responders. ae 

In Orange County, al an HMRT-LA member, ae 

supervised the collection of three Tetters and their transport to 
the Orange County Public Health laboratory, a member of the 
Laboratory Response Network (LRN). At the laboratory, the letters 
were tested for contamination with bioterror agents. 


HMRT-LA did not collect any letters the evening of the 
incident. The letters were collected by the police departments in 
the affected jurisdictions or the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department. 


From February 7, 2008, through March 25, 2008, HMRT-LA 
members took custody of letters that had been collected by local 
police departments at the churches of Scientology. _— 
subsequently screened all items for radiological and chemical’ 
hazards, per Hazardous Materials Response Unit (HMRU) protocols. 
On February 14 and February 27, HMRT-LA members delivered the 
letters to the Los Angeles County Public Health (LACPH) laboratory, 
a member of the LRN, for testing. 


The attached spreadsheet documents HMRT-LA's collection 
and handling of the letters. Enclosed in a 1A envelope are 
supporting documents, including HMRU Field Screening Matrices, FBI 
chains of custody, LACPH laboratory chains of custody and 
associated FD-597s.

Note: On January 30, 2008, several offices and churches of the Church of Scientology in the 
City of Los Angeles received typewritten letters from an anonymous suspect/s containing anti 
Church of Scientology rhetoric and an unknown powder, The sender only identified themselves 
as "Anonymous." Detectives determined that "Anonymous" is an Intemet based group that 
-overtly opposes the Church of Scientology and has targeted the church with a campaign of 
telephonic threats, computer based denial of service attacks, protest marches, and white powder 
sent inside envelopes addressed to several offices of the Church of Scientology. Detectives also 
determined that the members of "Anonymous" are located throughout the United States and 
frequently use the Intemet to communicate, and target the church with various types of threats. 


CCS detectives were assigned the investigative responsibility of the numerous cases targeting 
the church and have received a great deal of investigative cooperation from officials at the. 
church conceming the Denial of Service attacks, telephone threats and their associated records, 
as well as regular updates conceming the current attack campaign against the church by 
"Anonymous." This incident vouiigh == believed to be yet another 
intentional confrontation with the Church of Scientology on behalf of “Anonymous.”

Details: On 01/30/2008, several envelopes containing a white 
powder substance and a one page statement were received via the 
U.S. Postal Service at numerous Church of Scientology (COS) 
locations throughout Southern California. Each envelope was 
processed and post marked out of the U.S. Postal Service 
processing center in Santa Clarita, CA with a date of 01/29/2008. 
Each envelope had an attached typed/printed label which was 
addressed to "Scientology" with the corresponding address. No 
return address appeared on the envelopes. To date, a total of 30

such envelopes were received at COS locations in the Southern 
California Area. 


Law enforcement response to this incident involved FBI, 
U.S. Postal Service, Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD) and 
numerous other local law enforcement agencies. On-scene field 
screening was conducted, and powder material in the envelope(s) 
tested benign. There was evidence of some biological material 
(possibly starch) in the white powder samples tested. The powder 
was screened according to standard protocol, to include 
flamability, corrosiveness, radiological, volatility, and 
oxidizers. Each of the envelopes recovered were submitted to the 
local public health laboratory (LRN) in Los Angeles for 
definitive testing. 


Laboratory findings were negative for all Category A 
bacterial bio-threat agents, Brucella species, and Burkholderia 
mallei, B. psuedomallei, and Coxiella burnetti; testing for 
orthopox virus was also negative. Testing for Ricin and 
Staphyloccocal Enterotoxin B (SEB) by Time Resolved Fluorescence 
(TRF) was negative; testing for other chemical agents was not 
performed. 


Of the envelopes received, approximately 1/3 of the 
white powder letters were received at locations within the city 
of Los Angeles City territory. LAPD requested that the letters 
received within their territory be tested by an LAPD laboratory 
for forensic evidence. Due to the Joint nature of the 
investigation in this matter, a decision was made to provide 
these items recovered within the city of Los Angeles to LAPD for 
testing by an LAPD laboratory. All tests conducted by LAPD's 
Laboratory were completed according to strict protocol using a 
process which renders the evidence unusable for further forensic 
examination following these tests. Results of the examinations 
performed on these items of evidence were negative for 
fingerprints or trace evidence. 


The remaining items of evidence recovered from this 
incident (as listed above) are hereby submitted to the FBI 
Laboratory for forensic examination. The FBI Laboratory is 
requested to to conduct examinations on the submitted items for 
the presence of trace evidence, fingerprints, etc. If detected, 
conduct appropriate DNA analysis.

Seven latent fingerprints of value were detected on Q14, Q16.6, and Q19. No latent 
prints of value were detected on the remaining specimens. 


Automated latent fingerprint searches were conducted, but no identification was effected.

Synopsis: Closure of captioned matter. 


Details: This matter was opened as a result of the receipt of 
approximately 30 letters containing white powder via U.S. Mail at 
several Church of Scientology locations throughout Southern 
California on or about 01/31/2008. Subsequent investigation and 
forensic examinations of the evidence have failed to reveal 
sufficient evidence to determine those responsible for this act. 


The white powder contained in the envelopes received by 
the Church of Scientology was determined to be non-toxic by both 
local LRN laboratory and the FBI laboratory. Several other 
examinations by the FBI lab were unable to determine sufficient 
identifying information to point toward one or more individuals 
who might have handled the evidence. Serial 49 documented the 
results of the fingerprint analysis of the evidence. From this 
examination the following statement was submitted..."Seven latent 
fingerprints of value were detected on Q14, Q16.6, and Q19.
